Pasteurization 
of M ilk Products 


Pasteurization is the process of heating milk to 
the temperature of 143 degrees and holding the milk 
at this temeprature for 30 minutes. The milk is then 
run over a surface cooler into an automatic bottler 
where it is sealed in sterilized bottles at a temperature 
of about 40 degrees. 


The purpose of pasteurization is to kill all bacteria 
that may cause diseases or have other harmful effects. 
Souring bacteria are only partly destroyed. O il-flavors 
in milk are reduced in intensity. 
During the pasteur­ 
ization process no cream or any other ingredient 
of 
the milk is removed. Pasteurization is only a heating 
process.
